REMARKS 

Reexamination and reconsideration is respectfully requested in light of the foregoing 
amendments to the claims and the following remarks. Applicant notes the Examiner's 
acknowledgment of Applicants' claim for foreign priority under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19 and receipt of the 
certified priority document. 

Claims 24-26 and 28-42 are pending in this application. The Examiner has indicated the 
allowance of claims 29-42.
